cable to the Commission, the Central Government hereby directs, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of the said section 5, that all the provisions of the said sub¬ 
sections (2), (3), (4) and (5) of that section shall apply to the Commission.

The very nature of transfer 
and inclusion of Thiru Maran as a Partner on the same day of his relinguishing his rights 
in the firm Mekala pictures is nothing but an attempt to cover the business transaction 
in Mekala Pictures with a delicate veil and thread for law courts to believe that the 
Chief Minister Thiru M. Kaiunanidhi is not carrying on any business after becoming a 
Minister. But, neither the Courts of the land nor the common man who have voted them 
to Power can be kept in darkness by such colourable efforts The man who holds the 
highest office of power should not step into the shoes of expertising ingenuity and the 
awakened masses are certainly Intelligent to tear the veil of the shadow. Truth will one 
day certainly come out. It is for him to explain and an enquiry will certainly reveal he 
was and is the real head, a seat of directing power behind every one of the operations of 
Mekala Pictures.

The Distributors have been forced to pay fabulous prices and the mighty arm of 
power which he has exercised will be fully revealed if an enquiry is made from the Dis¬ 
tributors who purchased the picture and the prices they paid for each area—different 
areas as such known in. film trade. .This will further reveal a closer connection he has 
with business operation and misuse of power for business interests, Major areas have been 
bought by sister concerns of East Coast Construction Co,, who have been entrusted with the 
contract of building the fly-over at Gemini Corner on Mount Road, Madras, by the Go¬ 
vernment of Tamil Nadu at a cost of nearly Rs. 4 millions AH the Distributors have 
lost a substantial sum In all the areas. It is believed that Anjukam Pictures have made 
a substantial profit of Rs, 10 lakhs. Since the picture has been sold for all territories 
-almost at the rate paid for a picture in colour starring Sivaji Ganesan or M. G. 
Ramachandran, this is a clear manifestation that mighty arm of power has been exercised 
to swell the profits of Chief Minister and his son for whom this first maiden picture has 
been produced. 

The investment for a colour picture without prints should at least be Rs. 15 lakhs. 
The source of finance is a mystery and since the Chief Minister has taken a role in the 
production of the picture and his son was the Hero and son-in-law was the Producer, and

lieve that it is gift by Massey Ferguson, London, to Tamil Nadu. Is it within the rights 
of the State Chief Minister to accept presents from foreign companies without the con¬ 
sent from the Government? Such a practice will lead to serious depletion of nation's 
wealth, since what is advertised to be a present may be depletion of nation’s foreign ex¬ 
change through non-banking channels. 

The said Tractor bearing chasis No. O1/16629J/015/UAO, Engine No 22990D was 
imported under Bill of Entry D/1705, dated 30th April, 1971 per “S. S. Clan Maclean” 
against customers clearance permit No. C/J/2335228/N/NM/37/H/31-32, dated 24th 
December, 1970 and cleared by Sri Rama Vitas Customers House Agent* was not regis¬ 
tered with D. C. i Traffic and Licensing, Madras. The Customs Clearance Permit 
appears to have been issued by I.C.C.I., Madras, as could be seen from the fact that 
one Muthukumaraswaml Gounder of Karattupalayam, Thondamuthur post, Coimbatore 
District had also imported one tractor bearing No. 164829/Engine No. 151 US 22775D 
against Import Licence bearing No, P/S/2332587/N/MN/H/31-32 dated 20th January, 
1971. This tractor has been registered with R.T.O., Coimbatore against TNC-489. dated 
18th June, 1971., But the tractor imported against C.C.P. No. C/J/2335227 dated 24th 
December, 1970 has been resigstered with the R.T.O., Coimbatore against T.N.C, 2798 
dated 8 th May, 1972. The entries show that the vehicles were inspected by the Motor 
Vehicles Inspector L.V.S. Vasan on 8 th May, 1972. This registration is shown as a new 
one but it has not been mentioned that this was an imported tractor whereas the tractor 
standing in the name of Muthukumaraswami Gounder is shown as an imported tractor. 
In the latter case the Import licence number is also shown in the R.C. Reprter. The

The admission by the Chief Minister in the Wealth Statement is that he spem only 
Rs. 15,000 for improvements up to 31st December, 1966, but subsequent extensions, 
improvements, air-conditioning are believed to have been done by leading firm ot con¬ 
tractors said to be very close to the Chief Minister at a cost of Rs. 70,000 to Rs. 1,00,000. 
No doubt, the Madrasi Corporation is under their control. He might or might not have 
submitted the plans of additions and alterations, for approval, but nevertheless he should 
account for such extension, improvements and air-conditioning and other installations. 
It is the duty of the Chief Minister to explain the ascendency of his wealth the gl mour 
cast by improvements to his house and the modem comfortable installations to such 
house property. ' 

Purchase of No. 2. Gopalapuram IVth Street house for Rs, 50,000—Sources: it is 
stated in the Wealth Statement that the source of purchase of the said house was—

This property has been purchased after assumption of high office of power as a 
Minister. It is pertinent to note that as on 31st March, 1967 as per Wealth Statement 
he owned Mekala Pictures, Madras, Rs. 2,52,112 as on 31st March, 1968 owned 
Rs. 2,87,112. The increase in the amount due by him to the firm is only Rs. 35,000/-. 
The balance of consideration of Rs. 10,000/- and cost of stamp duty and charges which 
will not be less than Rs. 5,000 have not been explained in the Wealth Statement field. 
The most striking feature is that as against the purchase consideration, the sum of 
Rs. 45,000 is drawn as loan from the firm Mekala Pictures which is but a shadow even 
though the title to Partnership interest is colourably reflected in the name of his wife 
and Thiru Maran. It requires no further logic and reason that since the Chief Minister 
transferred his interest in the concern Mekala Pictures to his wife and Thiru Mi ran with¬ 
out consideration, without any document, without any admission of the circumstances for 
transferring interest in the manner he has done. 

How far and to what extent are the accounts of Mekala Pictures regular? How did 
they account in their books for the advance of Rs. 45,000? If it is Teally a distinct entity 
absolutely unconnected with the influence and office of power it is for them to explain 
why they advanced the sum of Rs. 45,000 to the Chief Minitscr, when as on 31st March, 
1971 he already owed them Rs, 2,52,112. Moreover, the balance sheet of the firm since 
its inception in 1955 will clearly show that all through they were borrowing, and even 
as on date of purchase of property by the Chief Minister on 24th January, 1968 for 
Rs. 50,000 the said Mekala Pictures was greatly in debts to others. It again throws a new 
light on the highest abuse of power that the creditors of the firm have remained silent, 

when the Chief Minister used the firm as a conduit pipe for improving his wealth. No 

great evidence is necessary to clearly hold that Mekala Pictures was but a shadow of

On 28t'h February 1967 he has retired from the firm. This concern runs a daily called 
“MURASOLI”. The increase in circulation and the official patronage will be very clear 
from the fact th'at Government and Quasi Government. Corporations Municipalities, Pan- 
chayats, High School and Libraries are directed to purchase the daily of Party Organ. This 
will be very clear from the date of subscription prior to 31st December 1966 and after 
31st December 1966 and particulars after 5th March 1969 by which date Thiru Karurtani- 
dhi assumed the highest office of Chief Minister, The periodical Malar issued (i.e.. the 
special editions) wilt clearly reveal abuse of official power in procuring very huge adver¬ 
tisements. It is no wonder that the said firm keeps the debt due from the Chief Minister 
since the firm’s partners are but the shadow of the Chief Minister. Thirumathi Dayalu 
Ammal, wife of Chief Minister is a partner in Anjukam Pathippagam, Her capital is only 
Rs. 5,000 and she has drawn the entire capital and much more than the capital. Actually 
she remains only in the name of a Partner. 


The other Partner Thiru Mar an is but a spokesman of the Chief Minister. A scrutiny 
of the accounts of the firm will reveal the smallness of t'he capital before 31st December 
1966. It will further reveal how the firm mobilised liquidity In different methods. All these 
increase in assets have been clearly done by only the abuse of power. 

Anjukam Pathippagam continued to be the re-concern of Chief Minister. He owned lire 
Press as his personal right. He first transferred the right to his wife and Thiru Maran 
without any consideration. Then all th e family concerns, Mekala Pictures, Anjukam Pictures 
and Anjukam Pathippagam continued to enjoy t'he patronage of Chief Minister and use of 
his office for financial benefit of his family, kith and kin. 

The building where MURASOLI office is situated in Mount Rohd and the building ad¬ 
jacent to it have been purchased after 31st December 1966, and there is a proposal to 
demolish and build a new huge multi-storeyed building. The consideration for purchase of 
the properties ideally located in Mount Road should normally be very high and an enquiry 
into the circumstances and source for purchase of these properties will be very necessary 
and the same will rip open the hidden secrets and wealth of the Chief Minister and his 
family.

The Chief Minister Shri M. Karunanidhi was the sole proprietor of Messers Aniugam 
Pathipag’am till 28th February 1967.

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Murasoli is the mouthpiece of Mr. Karunanidhi and his Government. Mr. Maran, M.P- 
who is the brother-in-law of Mr. Karunanidhi is the present editor of Murasoli. The- trans¬ 
fer of his interest by Shri Kanmanidhi in the said Anjugam Pathipagam in the name of 
his wife Smt. Dayalu Ammal and his brother-in-law Shri Maran, M.P. very formal. It is 
not real as no consideration seems to 'nave either been claimed or paid. This Murasoli 
is priviledged to get Government advertisements. Panchayat Union Presidents ‘and Union 
officials are utilised for the sale and promotion of Murasoli. All Government departments, 
Panchayat Union reading room|s, libraries, etc., are compelled to subscribe to Murasoli- 
Its circulation and financial stability are entirely dependent on the Chief Minister’s influence. 
A comparison of the accounts and circulation figures of Murasoli before Mr. Karunanidhi 
became a Minister and after that will clearly reveal that official position has been fully 
utilised for the promotion of the interest of Anjugam Pai'nipagam. 

The Chief Minister’s connections with big business in Tamil Nadu has been fully utilised 
for enriching the advertisement revenue of Murasoli in several Malars (special issues) speci¬ 
ally brought out for that purpose, It is relevant to examine whether the asses* and liabili¬ 
ties of this Anjugam Pathipagam 'are commensurate with the present influence of the Said 
paper Murasoli or out of proportion too high. It appears that a site in Mount Kpaoi 
Madras 'has been acquired for housing the said Anjugam Pathipagam and Murasoli offices.

VEERANAM PROJECT 

The Government has accorded sanctions for the Project for augmenting Madras City 
Water Supply by 40 million gallons per day from Veeranam Tank. The estimated cost is 
Rs. 21.30 crores. An enquiry will have to be made into the expenditure of this project, 
the association of Ministers with the Contractors, M/s. Sathyanarayana Bros. On 7th May 
1970 the tender of M/s. Sathyanarayana Bros, was accepted by the final processing of the 
Additional Chief Secretary over-looking the Chief Secretary, Thiru Royappa. 


Contrary to G.O. No. 2801 (Public) Special Department dated 13th November 1969 the 
Additional Chief Secretary is not equivalent to Chief Secretary and he could not withdraw 
the flic of Chief Secretary and put up notes for approval of tenders of Sathyanarayana 
Bros. This conduct is highly schocking and it was not as though it was an act in emergency. 
The only emergency was to accept the tender of M/s. Sathyanarayana Bros. Moreover 
the emergency acceptance of this tender is only to advance a sum of Rs. 90 lakhs as loan to 
Sathyanarayana Bros, even at the tentative stage of acceptance of tender. Such a huge 
advance of nearly Rs. 90 lakhs at the embrionic stage of accepting the tender in principle, 
is a verv extraordinary act, and this huge contract is under the administration of Minister 
for Works, Mr. Sadiq Pasha who has also approved the Act with the concurrence of the 
Chief Minister. 


To vest with the Minister a power to accept the tender without due processing hy 
Department an extraordinary order was issued in G.O. Ms No 2, Public Works Depart¬ 
ment dated 2nd January 1970 suspending all previous orders since the dawn of Indepen¬ 
dence on the subject of accepting the tender This G O. vested with tho Chief Minister 
the power of accepting the tender from the Chief Engineer. The withdrawal of the power 
from the Chief Engineer and vesting of the power with the Chief Minister is nothing but 
an act of vesting with the Chief Minister dictatorial power.

Thiru Anbil Dharmalingam, Minister, hails from a village ANBIL in Tiruchirapalli 
District. For the past 25 years, he was only living with Thiru Kasthtiri Chettiar, B, Com. 
Hons, and his brother Thiru Fandurangam, in the house just opposite to Raja Talkies, 
Tiruchirapalli. It is generally known as Nathan Press. Before the D.M.K. came to 
power in 1967, the group of Thiru Fandurangam, Kasthuri and Anbil Dharmalingnm 
were not affluent, Of course, Nathan Press was in existence and another concern of 
manufacturing bricks at Anbil was also in existence, 

A new firm known as Nathan Publication was started after formation of D.M.K. 
Ministry. The Government took over the rights to publish books for the schools. 
Nathan publications were appointed as sole distributors of school books. Scarcity of books 
was created and the children going to elementary schools had to pay a premium over 
the listed price. The Nathan Press group had no previous experience in the book 
publication. This is just one instance of open participation in advancement of activities 
of Nathan Press group by Thiru Anbil Dharmalingam. 

Thiru Dh'armalingam’s portfolio was once taken away and given back within months 
by Chief Minister. He was forced to resign and has been taken back by the Chief 
Minister. This shifting of portfolio, resignation and re-appointment is not merely a 
staged political drama, but hidden truth is the battle between the Ruling Ministers over 
the share of the spoils. 

A sum of Rs. 4.5 lakhs has been seized from Ponni Enterprises on 23rd October 1972.

The concern Ponni Enterprises is said to be a shadow of Thiru Anbil Dharmalingiim, 
consisting of partners: 

(1) Rajagopal. 

(2) Babu. 

(3) N. Jayaraman. 

Tho three persons have no previous credit worthiness of business standing to negotiate 
terms with an Aviation Spraying Combine group. When was this Ponni Enterprises 
formed? How did they get the contract? If an enquiry is instituted, it will clearly reveal 
that this same concern earned huge profits in account and also outside the account with¬ 
out capital, These persons have no standing to get one Tamilian to introduce them to 
Bank. They opened accounts in Indian Overseas Bank, Esplanade Branch, where they 
have been introduced by Thiru Chandi Prasad Kbemka residing at No. 9, Vth Street, Rutland 
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Gale. Madras, who is incidentally Joint Managing Director of Khemka Co., and Director 
of Khemka Aviation Private, Ltd., Delhi. This Aviation Company is also a Member of 
the Indian Agricultural Aviation Association who executed the contract for spraying in 
Tamil Nadu with M/s. Ponni Enterprises as their Agents, The Agent’s powers and duties 
are to collect the spraying charges from Panchayat Union and District Agricultural 
Officers and forwarded them to the Bombay Aviation Association. The most important 
function of Ponni Enterprises is to make Panchayat Unions to pass resolutions for Aerial 
Spraying. This is done with the knowledge of the Chief Minister and Thiru Anbil 
Dharmnlingam. It is the Government’s duty to save the public money by calling for 
competitive tenders. It is their duty to ascertain from Panchayat Unions the extent of 
acreage to be sprayed and also the duty of the Government to collect money from Pancha 
ynt and pay it to Aviation Companies. The need for a middle man Ponni Enterprises is 
one of the modous operandi of the D.M.K, Government to collect commission from con- 
tractors in account and outside the account. 

Ponni Enterprises has filed a suit before High Court of Madras for recovery of Com¬ 
mission in respect of the Commission due from Aviation Companies for spraying done 
in 1971-72, The suit is filed for recovery of commission of Rs. 3,99,440 at 80 paise on 
4,99,300 acres. They have also obtained an attachment b-fore judgment on 6 th January 1972 . 
The public are shocked to learn that Aviation Companies paid commission very promptly 
in all the previous years. The rift between the shadow and aviation company is believed 
fo a dispute about the un-accounted commission claimed from the Bombay Aviation 
Combine. This huge scandal has infuriated the peasants and agriculturists of Tamil Nadu. 
They have not forgotten the shootings and the terror unleashed against them during the 
Farmers' Agitation resisting against increase in power-rate for agriculture. The peasant* 
have risen in revolt during the past two weeks and they are demanding open enquiry 
against these scandals—misuse of office and the ministerial corruption.

Mr. Anbil Dharmnlingam. —The following charges are levelled against the Minister 
for Agriculture Mr. Anbil Dharmalingam :— 

(a) Appointment of Messrs Nathan Publications, the partners of which were and 

are the benefactors of Shri Anbil Ahannalingam for the past twenty-five 
years, as Agent for Government Text Books. 

(b) Mr. Anbil DbaTmalingam has close connections with the partners of a firm 

called Ponni Enterprises. The said firm was appointed as Agents for Airline 
Companies engaged in aerial spray of chemicals and fertilisers over agri¬ 
cultural lands. Huge sums of money to the tune of several lakhs was earned 
by the said firm as commission from such Aerial Aviation Companies both 
in account and outside account in cash. On 23rd October, 1972 a raid 
was conducted and a sum of Rs. 4.5 lakhs has been seized from the said 
firm. Mr. Anbil Dharmalingam’s association with the Partners of the said 
firm, the circumstances under which the said firm was appointed as Agents, 
the exact nature of services rendered by them, the justification for the 
Aviation Companies to pay huge sum as Commission, the real consideration 
for such payment, whether the rate per acre of aerial spray was fixed by 
the Aviation Companies keeping the Commission in view and if so the 
extent of loss to the public exchequer are all matters warranting serious 
investigation.

J.K.K, ANGAPPA CHETTTAR GROUP 

A petition filed by a patriot to take action against this group for evasion of salts tax 
of Rs. 7 lakhs was suppressed by the Minister Thiru P. U. Shanmugham. This group 
acquired Import Licence worth Rs. 80 lakhs under the Fabrics Export Promotion Scheme 
from 1st April 1961 to 31st March 1967. They had four family concerns, and ten 
benami concerns. The imported yarn plus customs duty, lmded cost, etc., against this 
JRs. 80 Jakhs lienee will be in the order of Rs. 1.50 crore-s. The sale value'must be not 
less than Rs. 2.50 crores. They filed writ petition in Madras High Court that they brought 
Nylon Yam from Bombay obtained by import and manufactured them as handloom 
sarees and got stay against levy of sales tax. They succeeded. 

They filed a return for Sales Tax in the name of a concern called Angappan & Co. 
and paid a sales tax of Rs, 7,00,000 and a penalty of Rs. 4,000. Tho group filed an 
appeal against this levy as amock appeal which was dismissed as time barred. 

When the patriot questioned the Minister for non-collection of Rs. 7,00,000 as sales' tax 
and Rs. 7,00,000 as penalty, the Minister has directed the Department to send a reply that 
everything has been done. 

The people of Komarapalayam are aware that Thiru P.U. Shanmugham very often 
visits the house of this group and the Chief Minister whenever he is in Salem and 
Coimbatore districts travels in their air-conditioned car. 

The way the Chief Minister and Thiru P. U. Shanmugham have quietly suppressed the 
fact of false affidavit filed by this group in the High Court and the way they have chosen 
to let them off with such a nominal petty levy of sales tax on an unregistered and unknown 
so called firm, probably created only for the purpose of bearing this nominal throw away 
levy of sales tax even though the said firm had no pirt in the import of Nylon yarn and 
the very surprising weaving of Nylon yarn in handlooms and their silence even after issue

Shri P. U. Shanmugam, Minister in charge of Sales-tax Administration in Tamil Nadu 
is a close friend of a wealthy industrial and business family of Komarapalayam in Tamil 
Nadu State known as J.K.K. Angappan Group. The said group expertised in bogus exports, 
obtaining of import licences against such bogus exports, selling of such import licences at 
huge premium in Bombay. They were given licences of the value of Rs. 80 lakhs for 
the import of Art Silk yarn The value of imported art silk yam including Customs duty, 
landed cost, etc., was in the order of Rs. 1.5 crores and the sale value was in the order 
of Rs. 2.50 crores. 

They did not pay a single pie as sales-tax on their own on these transactions. This 
group had so much courage as to even file an affidavit in the High Court stating that they 
transported art silk yarn to Komarapalayam, got them converted into cloth on handlooms 
and the handloom cloth being exempt from sales-tax they were not liable to salcs-tax. 
They got away with the same. However, about three years back the falsity of the affidavit 
and the impossibility of weaving art-silk in Handlooms and as such non-availability of 
exemption and consequent liability to sales tax of around rupees seven lakhs and a# 

equivalent penalty of Rs. 7 lakhs were also brought to the notice of the Minister Shri P.U. 

Shanmugam, However, till date the Minister does not seem to have taken complete action 
to levy/realise correct amount of sales tax due from them estimated as above at Rs. 14 
lakhs (tax and penalty). It is understood that efforts are now being made to hack-date 
orders and collect some Rs. 1 or Rs. 2 lakhs of sales tax from this group closely connected 

with the said Minister and the Chief Minister A complete probe into this scandal is 

urgently warranted to prevent the State from further loss of revenue.

SHRI V. S. THYAGARAJA MUDALIAR AND THE CHIEF MINISTER 

Mr. V. S. Thyagaraja Mudaliar is one of the biggest landlords and industrialists of Tamil 
Nadu. He is a close friend and associate of the Chief Minister. Both of them hail 
from the same place called Thiruvarur. This Mr. V. S. Thyagaraja Mudaliar was the 
Chairman of Tanjore Co-operative Marketing Federation Ltd. Huge sums of money to 
the tune of about Rs. 2 crores belonging to the Tanjore Co-operative Marketing Federation 
were found to be misappropriated and the same was reported by an audit report and 
proposals were made by Departments to prosecute the said Mr. V. S. Thyanaraja Mudaliar 
and other members of the Executive Committee of the said Federation. However, due to 
the intervention of the Chief Minister the proposals to prosecute him were dropped and 
no further action, has been taken for the recovery of the huge amount. For what consi¬ 
deration this action against Shri V. S. Thyagaraja Mudaliar and his associates was dropped 
is a matter to be investigated seriously.

In the shape of advancing party interests, private Trusts have been created by the 
Chief Minister and his associates for purchase of properties in the name of the said

perty measuring abdut 100 grounds at an estimated price of Rs. 20 lakhs. 

Another such Trust has been formed at Madurai and it has purchased a valuable 
property in Madurai known as Udipi Boarding and Lodging House Building for a docu¬ 
ment consideration of Rs. 5 lakhs from Jamindarini of Bodi. 

The names of the Trustees, Objects of the Trust, Terms and Conditions of the Trust, 
the necessity of creating Trusts for purchase of properties for party use are all matters of 
great mystery. 

It is common knowledge that the D.M.K. Party does not maintain any proper accounts. 
And it is a great mystery as to wherefrom such huge sums of money have come for these 
Trusts. 

All efforts to get a copy of the Trust Deed from the Registration Department halve 
proved abortive. The copies of these documents are feared to be in the safe custody 
of the Chief Minister. 

Thei whole matter needs a complete Investigation.

On 27th August 1972 at Singambuneri in Ramanathapuram district, the native place 
of Shri S. Madhavan, Minister for Industries, police removed the huts belonging to 
Supporters of the Communist Party of India, the reading room of the C.P.I. was attacked 
and ransaked and the Communist Party flag was removed from fhe post. The place was 
handed over to D.M.K. men and the D.M.K. flag went up the post. Communists who 
protected against this were arrested and prosecuted. 

To October 1971 police entered the Xavier’s College compound at Palayamkottaj in 
Tirunelvcli district and the inmates were b;aten up very badly without any cause or 
justificaiion- 

In the month of September 1971 at Kadayampatti near Bhavani in Coimbatore 
district tVie police at the instance of D.M.K. men attacked every house of the village 
other than the D.M.K. and attacked them severely all over a private quarrel of two 
families. 

1* the month of November 1971 at Kkrivalamvandhanallur in Tirunelveli district a 
Harijan was done to death in the police lock-up No judicial enquiry was ordered in 
spite of popular protest. Instead two were killed in the police firing on the protesting 
people. 

During the month of January 1972 the police deliberately and w ithout any provoca¬ 
tion or warrant by design attacked T.U. leaders Shri A. Srinivasan, Shri K. M. Sundaram 
of the A.I.T.U.C., Shri V. P, Chintan of the C.l.T.U. and Shri Kuchclar an independent 
T.U. leader causing serious injury to them. 

On 26th February 1972 at Namakkat in the Salem district Shri Chinnappan a 
Harijan was beaten to death in the police lock-up and there was no enquiry. 

On 27th February 1972 at Thirupathur town in Ramanathapuram district student* 
were brutally beaten up by the police at the instance of a correspondent running * 
private college. 

During the farmers struggle unwarranted firings took place in many centres. To 
mention one, nine lives were lost in shooting in the village of Peddanaickanpalayam. 
The village was marked out as a Communist stronghold. There was no incident to pro¬ 
voke a firing. No police officer was injured. The Chief Minister 'announced that a 
crowd which tried to attack the local police station was fired upon in self-defence. The 
fact of the matter is that there is no police station in Peddanaickenpalayam. 
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Similar shootings took place in Sattur, Manamadurai, Aruppukottai, Palavanathan, 
Koilpatti and Ayyampalayam. 

Every democratic demand of the people is being met with unheard of repression, 
including the present movement for a Commission of Enquiry into the above cha'rges. 

The situation in Tamil Nadu is very serious. State Government relies on police lathis 
and bullets to suppress t’ne agitation.
